My dear Flock: 


In speaking about conversions 
we do not sufficiently think of 
the first requisite, namely, “the 
grace of God.” 


Faith, according to Catholic 
theology is not only a gift of 
God, but His greatest gift, be- 
cause it is the first requisite for 
salvation. It is usually granted 
to adults only in answer to pray- 
er. 


In most parish churches of 
this diocese a Holy Hour is ob- 
served at least once a week, and 
the chief intention of the pray- 
ers said should be the intensi- 
fication of the faith of those who 
are already Catholics, and pro- 
curement of God’s grace for the 
conversion of. people dear to the 
ones participating in the Holy 
Hour, and the re-conversion of 
lapsed Catholics. 

The Paulist Fathers have com- 
piled a booklet of prayers en- 
titled “A Holy Hour for Con- 
verts.” Some time ago Cardinal 
Stritch, of Chicago, inaugurated 
this devotion by conducting a 
Holy Hour for Conversions in 
old St. Mary’s, the Church of the 
Paulist Fathers in Chicago.

St. Paul insists “by the grace 
of God I am what I am.” The 
word “grace” means “a free su- 
pernatural gift,” and, therefore, 
God does not owe it to anybody, 
and only He understands the 
mystery by which He allots it 
to certain ones and not to oth- 
ers.

German Bishops 
Hold Annual 
Fulda Meeting 


Ordinary From Soviet 
Zone Again Absent; 
Bishop Muench Attends

Fulda, Germany, Aug. 25.—The 
spiritual and physical needs of 
millions of German c¥pellc2s from 
the East, relations with the Pro- 
testant churches and the condi- 
tions in the Soviet zone of occu- 
pation were some of the burning 
problems which the German Bish- 
ops studied during their annual 
traditional meetjng here at the 
tomb of St. Boniface, Apostle of 
the Germans. 


The three-day conference, whic. 
ended today, was attended by 19 
German Bishops and seven other 
Prelates, representing the entire 
Episcopate with the exception of 
Bishop Peter Legge of Meissen, 
Saxony, who was .gain refused a 
travel permit by the Soviet auth- 
orities. He Eminence Joseph Car- 
dinal Frings, Archbishop of Co- 
logne, functioned as chairman of 
the meetings. Bishop Aloisius J. 
Muench of Fargo, N.D., Apostolic 
Visitator to Germany, participated 
in the sessions. 

In their deliberations on the 
problems connected with the Ger- 
man refugees from the eastern 
provinces of the Reich and the 
Sudeten area, the Bishops missed 
the counsel .of the late Bishop 
Maximilian Kaller, who served as 
special representative of the Holy 
Father for refugees and expellees 
during the past year. Another 
problem studied by the Bishops 
concerned the share of Germany in 
the proposed new international 
Catholic charity orzanization. 

Some of the conclusions reached 
at the Fulda conference will: be 
incorporated in the joint pastoral 
adopted by the Bishops, which is 
scheduled for publication on Sep- 
tember 14, 

For the first time in the history 
of the conference, the concluding

and a narrow margin in the voting, the American Federation 
of Teachers put itself on record at its annual national conven- 
tion here as opposing the use of federal funds to provide 
transportation for children in parochial as well as public 


schools.

This is a retreat from the po- 
sition taken by the Federation at 
its 1946 convention, and presented 
this year to both Senate and 
House of Representatives hear- 
ings on federal aid to education 
by A.F. of T. spokesmen, in which 
federal grants for all health and 
welfare services, including trans- 
portation, were asked for children 
in all schools. 


The A.F. of L. teachers’ union 
also asserted that the interests of 
American democracy are “best 
served” where children of all 
groups “are enrolled in a common 
public school society system.” It 
acknowledged that parents, for 
religious or other reasons, have 
the right to send their children to 
nonpublic schools, but said this 
right carries no obligation for 
Government to maintajn such 
schools. 


At the same time, the A.F. of 
T. stated that the recognition of 
legitimate existence of nonpublic 
schools does not “free Govern- 
ment from the responsibility of 
maintaining the welfare of chil- 
dren who are enrolled in such 
schools on the same level as that 
of all other children,” and recom- 
mended that certain health, rec- 
reational and welfare services and 
scholarships, be extended to chil- 
dren in all schools. 


On the school bus issue, the 
most hotly contested of the con- 
vention, a standing vote was 
taken after long debate; 109 dele- 
gates voted against providing 
public transportation for all chil- 


dren and 106 voted in favor. Then 

the question was put to a roll call 
vote permitting delegates to vote 
according to the strength of their 
individual unions, and the final 
count was 402 to 340 against the 
resolution. 


The statement that public 
schools “best” serve the American 
community was vigorously oppos- 
ed by a group of delegates led by — 
Miss Mary Cattigan of Boston, 
newly-elected vice president of 
the organization. The original 
resolution as sent to the conven- 
tion floor stated that community 
interests are “well served” by 
common attendance at _ public 
schools. Miss Cattigan objected to 
the “invidious comparisons” of 
the amended statement, but was 
overruled. 

The Rev. William E. McManus, 
assistant director of the Edu- 
cation Department, National Cath- 
olic Welfare Conference, attended 
the convention as an observer, and 
released a statement to the press 
criticizing the A.F. of T. action 
on the transportation issue as a 
“setback to the whole cause of 
federal aid to teachers.” 

“Catholics will not be enthus- 
jastic about raises in teachers’ 
salaries, when the teachers them- 
selves recommend that parochial 
school children be ejected from 
public school buses,” he declared. 

Father McManus stated that 
Federation local No. 2 of New 
York City was largely respon-

Text Of Labor Day Statement By NCWC Social Action Department 


The Church in the United 
States has always had implicit con- 
fidence in the essential aims and as- 
pirations of the American labor 
movement. Such confidence was elo- 
quently expressed as far back as 
1887 by James Cardinal Gibbons, 
the then Archbishop of Baltimore. 
In defending the Knights of Labor, 
the immediate forerunner of our 
present-day organizations of work- 
ingmen, His Eminence, in his own 
name and in the name of his col- 
leagues in the American Hierarchy, 
was at pains to emphasize the im- 
portance of the labor movement and 
the justice of its basic demands. 

“Whoever meditates,” said the 
Cardinal, “upon the ways in which 
divine Providence is guiding man- 
kind in our days, cannot fail to re- 
mark how important is the part 
which the power of the people 
takes in shaping the events of the 
present, and which it is evidently 
destined to take in molding the de- 
stinies of the future. ...In our 
country, above all, this social ame- 
lioration is the inevitable program 
of the future, and the position 
which the Church should hold to- 
wards it is surely obvious. She can 
certainly not favor the extremes to 
which the poor multitudes are na- 
turally inclined, but, I repeat, she 
must withhold them from these ex- 
tremes by the bonds of affection, 
by the maternal blessing which she 
will bestow upon every legitimate 
means for improving the condition 
of the people.” 

It was only a few years after 


Cardinal Gibbons had issued his fa-| M 


mous defence of the Knights of La- 
bor that Labor Day was established 
officially as a national American 
holiday. Since that time the Car- 
dinal’s confidence in the basic in- 


tegrity of what has come to be one 
of the greatest labor movements in 
the world has been amply vindicat- 
ed. Typical of the spirit which has 
guided the movement from its very 
béginnings is an official declara- 
tion of the American Federation of 
Labor in 1923 on the subject of 
Labor Day: 

“The labor movement fixes as its 
goal nothing less than the complete 
richness of life, without limitation 
of any kind, the attainment of the 
complete human ideal, in all of its 
economic ethical and spiritual im- 
plications. Through the inspiration 
of our labor movement, the Sunday 
preceding Labor Day has come into 
general national observance as La- 
bor Sunday. On this day it is fit- 
ting to give thought to the aspira- 
tions of Labor and to find in what 
way the soul of Labor may give 
thought and expression to its long- 
ings. Because of its aims and as- 
pirations here set forth, we hold 
it fitting that all churches draw 
close to their altars the soul of la- 
bor on the coming Labor Sunday 
and that the men and women of 
labor everywhere make special ef- 
forts to cooperate with the Church- 
es and to secure the cooperation of 
the churches with them in order 
that there may be in the churches 
everywhere on that day a preat 
unison of expression in behalf of a 
higher, nobler life for the masses 
of our people.” 

Happily, the American labor 
movement is still committed to 
these lofty and noble sentiments. 
Many thousands of American un- 
ionists, whatever their religious af- 
filiation, will give thanks to God 
this year as before on Labor’s na- 
tional holiday for the blessings of 
the past and wil] ask His guidance 


for the future. There are excep- 
tions of course which prove the 


rule, but the great majority in the 
ranks of organized labor will be 
found to subscribe to the recent

“Neither collective bargaining 
nor arbitration nor all the direc- 
tives of the most progressive legis- 
lation will be able to provide a last- 
ing labor peace unless there is also 
a constant effort to infuse the 
breath of spiritual and moral life 
into the very framework of indus- 
trial relations.” 


The Social Action Department 
of the National Catholic Welfare 
therefore, congratu- 
lates the American labor movement 
on this its national holiday, the 
while it invites the movement to 
join today with all other individuals 
and economic organizations in ask- 
ing the assistance of the Holy 
Spirit for the solution of the criti- 
cal economic and social problems 
with which our country is now con- 
fronted or with which it may ex- 
pect to be confronted in the months 
ahead. 

The Problem Of Maintaining 
Continuous Production And 
Full Employment 

A year ago today in its Labor 
Day Statement of 1946, the Social 
Action Department of the N .C.W.C. 
pleaded for the establishment of a 
system of Industry Councils 
through which labor and manage- 
ment with the assistance of the gov- 
ernment could jointly and democrat- 
ically work out all of the major 
problems of economic life: wages, 
hours, prices, profits, production 


schedules, ete. Organized labor was 
| encouraged “to extend its activities +o 


beyond the traditional limits of col- 
lective bargaining over wages, 
hours and working conditions into 
the field of labor-management co- 
operation and eventually into an or- 


eanweed system of industry coun- 
cils.”’ 

During the intervening twelve 
months the need for such a system 
of industry councils has become in- 
creasingly urgent as a means of 
promoting economic stability and 
full employment, but unfortunately 
little or nothing has been done to 
bring it into being. The recent ses- 
sion of Congress devoted much time 
to a labor bill but ended its efforts 
by enacting legislation which con- 
tained little help of a constructive 
nature for promoting effectively 
steady production and full employ- 
ment. 

The chief objective of both labor 
and management in their mutual 
relations ought to be the elimina- 
tion of economic conflict and the 
maintenance of continuous produc- 
tion, The cause of strifie and dis- 
ruption in industry may be traced 
to the disputes over wages, or to 
grievances in relation to working 
conditions, or it may be due to the 
lack of security in employment. 
Collective bargaining between man- 
agement and labor coes solve many 
of these problems but only after 
they become acute, whereas it is 
even more desirable that they be 
anticipated and forestalled. 

When collective bargaining 
breaks down, strikes may be un- 
avoidable, but they constitute nev- 
ertheless a Species of warfare. They 
are a social evil. They are an in- 
fallible sign that the wage system 
and present —eenetion of indus- 

iS In need of a more funda- 
‘mental adjustment than can _* 
provided by mere collective bar- 
gaining. 

A better system of dividing the

The reason for the creation of the 
two sexes, the purpose of sex and 
marriage, the child, the perpetua- 
tion of the human race—these 
things are not even mentioned.” 
“Parents may well examine care- 
fully: the current literary outp~t 
before they permit it in their 
homes, lest that be admitted which 
will be an occasion of sin for their 
children,” Father Sch:niedeler cau- 
tioned, at the same time mention- 
ing that the availibility of much 
wholesome and entertaining litera- 
ture today makes it completely un- 
necessary to patronize the purvey- 
ors of printed filth.

Yet Seven U. S. Clerics 
Saw Religious Freedom 
In Yugoslavia 


Washington, Aug. 25—(NC)— 
Seven American Protestant clergy- 
men have returned from a_ two- 
week visit to Yugoslavia as guests 
of the Tito regime, “deeply im- 
pressed” by their discovery of 
“complete freedom of worship and 
respect for religious beliefs and 
institutions,” but they apparently 
failed to discover that—right in- 
side Yugoslavia—the highest re- 
presentative body of the Orthodox 
Church has protested to the Bel- 
grade regime against its oppres- 
sive policies in the field of reli- 
gious freedom. 


According to the Information 
Service for the Oriental Church 
(S. I. C. O.), published in Rome 
under the auspices of the Sacred 
Congregation for the Oriental 
Church, and just received here, 
the Holy Synod of the Orthodox 
Church in Belgrade recently sever- 
ely criticized “the hostile attitude 
which the Yugoslav Government 
assumes in relation to the Church.” 

The Synod “denounced particu- 
larly,” the S. I. O. C. report con- 
tinues, “several recent measures, 
for instance the suppression of 
religious instruction in the schools, 
the confiscation of ecclesiastical 
buildings and seminaries, the con- 
fiscation of ecclesiastical proper- 
ties in the course of the agrarian 
reform, the arrest and condemna- 
tion of several priests, the pre- 
vention of other priests from exer- 
cizing their ministry, the profan- 
ation of churches and the abolition 
of traditional religious feasts such 
as that of ‘Slava’, the patron 
saint of the family.” 


Numerous’ _ well - authenticated 
reports from Yugoslavia have 
shown that conditions like those 
criticized by the Orthodox Synod 
are also characteristic of the atti- 
tude of the Tito regime toward 
the Catholic Church and form the 
basis for the charge that religious 
freedom does not exist in Yugosla- 
via—notwithstanding the asser- 
tions of the regime which have 
been adopted and repeated by its 
guests from the United States. 


The seven clergymen declared 
that they failed to see Bishop 
Hurley, Regent ad interim of the 
Apostolic Nunciature in Belgrade, 
and Patriarch Gavrilo of the Or- 
thodox Church. With regard to 
the latter churchman, the S.I1.C.O. 
report reveals that he recently 
declined “for reasons of health,” 
an invitation handed to him by 
the Soviet Ambassador in Bel- 
grade, to come to Moscow for a 
visit with Patriarch Alexei. 


Western Steelworkers 
Denounce Communist 
Interference In C.1.0. 


Pueblo, Colo., Aug. 25—(NC)— 
A resolution denouncing efforts of 
the Communist Party to interfere 
in the affairs of the Congress of 
Industrial Organizations was 
adopted here at the annual con- 
ference of District 38 of the C.lI. 
O.’s United Steelworkers of Amer- 
ica, representing 45,000 workers 
in the western States. 


The resolution also stated “The; 


Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions is an American institute, 
dedicated to the attainment of its 
well-defined social and economic 
objectives within the framework 
of American political democracy. 
The C. I. O., as an American organ- 
ization, has no interest apart from 
the interests of our pedple and our 
country. .

chinery manufacturer—he produced 
battle tanks during the war—is at 
present in Germany studying con- 
ditions there. 

“I do not propose to accept or- 
ders from Russia until the Baltic 
States have been freed, and the 
17,000,000 people of many nation- 
alities held in slave labor camps 
for no other reason than that they 
were so-called bourgeoisie, have 
been freed,” he wrote. In addition, 


the Russians hold 3,500,000 Ger- 
mans prisoners of wamy 300,000 Ital- 
ians and 50,000 Poles, he added. 

“Why should we take grain from 
Russia when we know that all these 
people are starving?” he asked, 
criticizing a British Government 
move to sign a trade agreement 
with the U.S.S.R. 

The annexation of the Baltic 
States by Russia was one of the 
major crimes of the war, he said. 
He quoted the 1920 peace treaty 
with Lithuania in which Russia, 
already a Communist State, rec- 
ognized its independence and “for 
all times renounces with good will 
all the sovereignty rights of Rus- 
sia, which it has had in regard to 
Lithuanian nation or territory.” 

He also quoted the Atlantic 
Charter against Russia and pointed 
out that the Baltic States had 
‘“nhoney” elections in which anti- 
communist nationalists were al® 
leged to have voted 99 per cent 
communist and to have freely voted 
away national independence.

More Communists 
Are Removed By 
Chilean President 


Crippling Strikes Force 
Ousting Of Executive 
Officers Run By Reds 


Santiago, Chile, Aug. 25 — 
(Cable, NC) — President Gabrie] 
Gonzalez Videla of Chile hag jg. 
sued an order removing from office 
all 10 communist governors (ex. 
ecutive officers) in Chile. Others 
affected by the presidential order 
are four heads of independent goy 
ernment agencies and a number of 
vice-presidents of official and 
semi-official organizations. 


At the same time President 
Gonzalez Videla requested the 
Chilean legislature to approve a 
bill which would give him extra- 
ordinary power for a period of six 
months to reestablish political and 
economic order in the country. 


This drastic step was _ taken, 
President Gonzalez Videla_ ex. 
plained, to meet a national crisis 
which he said resulted from a 
series of crippling strikes alleged. 
ly inspired by the communists, 
Among the strikes which tied up 
the nation’s economy were those 
by coal miners and railroad work- 
ers. Communists have charged 
that the strikes resulted from a 
government decision to permit an 
increase in bread prices. 


This move by the Chilean Presi- 
dent against the communists in 
his country follows one in April of 
this year when he eliminated all 
members of the Communist party 
from his ‘cabinet. He took the 
action after Liberal and Radical 
ministers made known their un 
willingness to continue in a cab- 
inet which included the commnn- 
ists. 

President Gonzalez Videla had 
another bout with the communists 
in June when he placed on them 
direct responsibility for a railroad 
strike, which he declared illegal in 
all respects and which he used 
force to suppress. While the 
President retained some commun- 
ist members in places of confi- 
dence, he at the same time stated 
he would not tolerate “a treacher- 
ous demagogy by which the Com- 
munist Party pretends to assume 
the exclusive responsibility “for 
the working classes.” 

In his recent order the Presi- 
dent removed from office the vice 
presidents of various orgam- 
zations because in this country 
they are the real heads. The 
presidents are usually only honor 
ary heads of organizations.

proportional representation system

many, according to Dr. F. A. Her- 
mens, Professor of Political Sci- 
ence at the University of Notre 
Dame. 


Dr. Hermens advocated this step 
in an article entitled “Proportional 
Representatien and the Fate of 
Democracy,” which is published in 
the August issue of Forum maga- 
zine. 

“The return to proportional rep- 
resentation was decided upon in 
the American zone of Germany 
without a proper weighing of the 
issues,” Dr. Hermens charged. “As 
soon as informed Germans began 
to realize what had happened there 
arose a vigorous opposition to 
proportional representation. A 
manifesto by a number of leading 
scholars and writers, published in 
the Heidelberg monthly, Die Wand- 
lung, was followed by nearly 2,000 
communications from readers. . .”

Bishop Graner Blesses 
Site For New Germ- 
Free Lab At Notre Dame 


Notre Dame—Long-range scien.. 
tific experiments were inaugurated 
on August 27 at cornerstone cere. 
monies for a new Laboratory for 
Germ-Free Life at the University 
of Notre Dame with the enclosure 
in the cornerstone of biological 
specimens to be studied by future 
generations of scientists. 


The specimens enclosed in the 
cornerstone will be observed and 
studied by scientitists when the 
building, which is expected to be 
utilized for more than two hundred 
years, is razed. 

The Most Reverend Lawrence L, 
Graner, C.S.C., D.D., Bishop of 
Dacca, India, blessed the corner- 
stone at the ceremonies which were 
attended by the Rev. Thomas A, 
Steiner, C.S.C., United States Pro- 
vincial of the Priests of the Con- 
gregation of Holy Cross; Rev. John 
J. Cavanaugh, C.S.C., President of 
Notre Dame; Rev. John H. Murphy, 
C. S. C., Vice-President of Notre 
Dame; Rev. Philip S. Moore, C.S.C., 
Dean of the Graduate School; Pro- 
fessor James A. Reyniers, Director 
of the Laboratories of Bacteriology 
(LOBUND) at Notre Dame; and 
other administrative officials and 
members of the staff of LOBUND. 

Laboratories in the new build- 
ing will be used for the produc- 
tion of germ-free animals in large 
quantities for use in medical prob- 
lems and as a basis for research in 
the Laboratories of Bacteriology 
at Notre Dame. The new building 
will serve as a supplement to the 
28 laboratories now being utilized 
by LOBUND in the Biology Build- 
ing on the: Notre Dame campus. 

Professor Reyniers, who design- 
ed and built unique germ-free 
equipment at Notre Dame, started 
the Laboratories of Bacteriology in 
1928. The laboratories since have 
become world-renowned for germ- 
free, biological engineering and 
midurgical research. Among prob-

Editor: 
What Mr. Wm. N. Webber urges 


| on Catholics in your paper dated 


August 10 is, in effect, to do what 
they should have done over a hun- 
dred years ago. It is high time 
that we give up straining at gnats, 
school buses and children’s lunches, 
whilst at the same time we swal-

I do not agree with Mr. Webber 
when he divides education into two 
kinds, religious and irreligious.

Parishes Urged To Plan 
Programs Around 
Feasts Of Church 


Walworth, Wis., Aug. 25.—The 
first national Catholic Rural Lead- 
ers Recreation Conference closed 
here last week with a Mass sung 
by 75 delegates-representing 20 
sub-dioceses and dioceses of the 
United States. Celebrant was Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. L. G. Ligutti, executive 
secretary of the National Catholic 
Rural Life Conference and Chap- 
lain of the recreation course. 

In his closing sermon, Msgr. Li- 
gutti summoned the participants 
to returned to their parishes as 
apostles of Christian life.

Preceding the 
sung Mass, the students walked in 
procession, carrying to the altar

Bishop Mulloy congratulated the 
students on having realized the 
fullness of joy which comes from

The 
week just past has taught you how 
meaningful Christian recreation 
ean be. Do not let his knowl- 
edge rest-with yourselves.

Before disbanding, the conferees 
laid plans for next year’s confer- 
ence, They recommended regional 
conferences as -vell as the nation- 
al conference be held; that such 
conferences should include a dfs- 
cussion of the philosophy of work 
and should provide opportunity for 
work projects.

profits of industry than the cur- 
rent one can and should be devised. 
Capital and labor are presumed to 
be partners in the system, but the 
system needs to be modified so that 
the declared partnership can be 
fully realized in terms of greater 
mutual benefit. The vicious circle 
of increased wages, followed by in- 
creased costs and subsequently in- 
creased prices leads merely to in- 
stability of our economy and hence 
benefits no one. Only when the pro- 
duction of goods increases or at 
least is steadily maintained can 
both the owners and the workers 
as well as the public secure genuine 
benefits. We recognize that both in 


the ranks of owners.as well as in} 


the ranks of labor certain existing 
inequities in rate of income may 
be in need of adjustment, but when 
once the adjustment is made the 
only sure way to improve the stan- 
dard of living for all is to increase 
the productivity per man-hour of 
work. We congratulate the leaders 
of labor therefore on their recent 
oh pense emphasizing this 
act. 


It would be not only more con- 
sistent with social justice, but also 
economically wiser in the long run 
to reduce extravagant profits by a 
decrease in prices. The present 
shortage of goods and demands for 
labor may be exploited contrary to 
the interests of the public, but it 
is the part of wisdom not to curtail 
the market or the effective demand 
for goods and thus run the risk of 
precipitating unemployment and a 
depression. 


To achieve a higher standard of 
living for all requires efficiency and 
steady employment on the part of 
workers, increased capital through 
savings and reinvestment on the 
part of owners, and improved tech- 
nology through research on the part 
of management. It is important 
however to remember that no one 
class can improve its economic sta- 
tus in the long run at the ultimate 
expense of another class. What is 
needed therefore is a socially just 
and reasonably automatic system to 
distribute the increased productiv- 
ity of industry as it develops. It 
should take place neither before 
nor after the increased production 
but concurrently. To develop such 
a formula should not be too diffi- 
cult. In fact such automatic and 
concurrent distribution of benefits 
is already in existence in a few 
industries. 


Now such a modified wage sys- 
tem on a nation-wide scale presup- 
poses the existence of an organized 
council of industry, business and 
agriculture. Each should function 
within its own sphere, but all 
should cooperate with one another 
on the local, regional and national 
levels with governmental supervi- 
sion to insure equity for all. The 
President of the United States, fol- 
lowing the suggestions of the Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisors, has at- 
tempted to arouse us from our 
lethargy and has reminded us 
pointedly of our common responsi- 
bilities for the general economic 
welfare. “The unprecedented pros- 
perity of our nation,” he warns us, 
“must not be a cause of idle self- 
congratulation. We must remember 
that full employment at a high 
price level is being sustained at 
present by the reconversion de- 
mands of business and the backlog 
demands of consumers, by exten- 
Sive use of savings and credit, and 
by an extraordinary excess of ex- 
ports over imports. These are tem- 
porary props to our economic sys- 
tem. As they weaken, we shall need 
to make many basic readjustments 
to complete the transition to a per- 
manently stable and maximum-lev- 
el peacetime economy.” “No indi- 
vidual,” he continues, “no organiza- 
tion, and no branch of government 
can be absolved of responsibility 
for its part in this process. Each 
of these prices, wage or other in- 
come adjustments helps to deter- 
mine the general levels of produc- 
tion and employment in the period 
just ahead. And since it takes time 
for the results of these decisions 
to become apparent, we must be 
farsighted as well as broad-vision- 
ed in the decisions we make.” 


The President’s warning is wise 
and timely. We hope the President 
will take the next logical step by 
proposing a practical program by 
which we may carry out jointly the 
heavy responsibilities to which he 
refers, responsibilities which we 
cannot carry out effectively as in- 
dividuals or as individual groups

acting alone. In this connection, 
then, we adopt as our own the sug- 
gestion which was offered in the 
séparate Catholic introduction to 
the inter-faith economic statement 
of 1946, PATTERN FOR ECON- 
OMIC JUSTICE—“The government 
can make its greatest contribution 
to the general welfare by actively 
encouraging the bona fide organiz- 
ations of labor, business, agricul- 
ture and the professions to set up 
a system of economic councils for 
industry-wide and national econ- 
omic planning. We urge the gov- 
ernment to call the leaders of these 
organizations together immediately 
and to assist them in establishing 
a workable system of industry 
councils.” 


It is to be hoped that the entire 
labor movement will dedicate itself 
today to a concerted effort to popu- 
larize the industry council program 
and to convince American manage- 
ment of its advantages. The price 
of our continued failure to estab- 
lish such a system of economic de- 
mocracy in the United States is 
likely to be another serious depres- 
sion to be followed almost inevit- 
ably by a type and by a degree of 
government intervention which will 
be equally distasteful to labor and 
management alike. Meanwhile or- 
ganized labor and organized man- 
agement, in the absence of an in- 
dustry council system, will continue 
to confront one another in the are- 
ng of the market as belligerent con- 
testants in a disastrous struggle 
for economic power and for group 
advantage instead of cooperation 
in mutual harmony for the common 
good. This will not promote “free 
enterprise” as we understand it but 
will open the road to compulsory 
arbitration and to other more re- 
strictive encroachments of the gov- 
ernment in the field of economies. 


Thus far the emphasis in this 
Labor Day statement has been 
placed on voluntary action by in- 
dividuals and free associations of 
workers and employers. Therein 
lies the hope and strength of de- 
mocracy. Nevertheless, to the ex- 
tent that organized labor and or- 
ganized management are presently 
unable or unwilling to assume 
their joint responsibilities, govern- 
ment is obliged to take whatever 
steps are necessary to advance the 
common good. There are some 
needs so urgent that in the interest 
of the moral and economic welfare 
of all the people, Congress should 
assume responsibility for them and 
act without unnecessary delay: 

1) A Housing Bill should be en- 
acted, which while respecting the 
rights of private enterprise, will 


provide decent accommodations for 
low-income families. 

2) Social security should be ex- 
tended by legislation so as to pro- 
vide wider coverage and greater 
benefits both as a stimulus to full 
production and employment and in 
fairness to the beneficiaries. 

8) The Fair Labor Standards Act 
should be amended to provide 
greater coverage and to increase 
the statutory minimum wage from 
40c to at least 65c per hour. 

4) Tax legislation should be 
made less complicated and while 
providing fair incentives to busi- 
ness initiative and_ enterprise 
should give more equitable treat- 
ment to low-income families with 
dependent children. 

In conclusion, as we again con- 
gratulate the American labor 
movement on the occasion of its 
national holiday and as we encour- 
age it to organize as rapidly as 
possible the great number of Amer- 
ican workers who are still with- 
out status or representation in 
the supreme importance of the 
high moral and spiritual ideals 
which must actuate the movement 
if it is to promote tthe common 
good, We join wholeheartedly with 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII in ex- 
tending to the working people of 
the United States and to the work- 
ing people of the world the fol- 
lowing message: 

“In your workshops and fac- 
tories, under the sun in the field, 
in the darkness of the mines, amid 
the heat of the furnace, wherever 
the word of Him Who commands 
may call, may there descend upon 
you the abundance of His favors 
which may afford you help, safety 
and solace and make meritorious of 
eternal happiness all the hard work 
in which here below you spend and 
sacrifice your life.”

give it to those who pray for 
it, nor to those who are com- 
mended to Him by friends who 
pray hard for such grace. 

St. Paul was able to say “in 
me His grace has not been void.” 
Not all of us are able to make 
that claim. It is because he was 
ever acting with grace that he 
could say “for me to live is 
Christ”; “I live, not now I, but 
Christ lives in me”; “Nothing 
shall separate me from the love 
of God which is in Christ Jesus, 
our Lord.” It is because He fol- 
lowed grace so faithfully that 
he became the most zealous and 
successful of all the Apostles. 


A Paulist Father, whose Com- 
munity was found chiefly to 
promote conversions, speaking of 
converts recently, observed: 


Jane Howes, in the very latest 
convert chronicle, Slow Dawn- 
ing, remarks: “In the last 
analysis, there is no explaining 
how a conversion is accomplish- 
ed. The priest and the prospect 
do all they can, and bystanders 
contribute; but when instruction 
and example and reason and 
emotion have all done their part, 
there may still be one thing lack- 
ing, and that is grace—without 
it conversion is not conversion.” 


No two converts ever come to 
the Church by quite the same 
route. And the variety of cir- 
cumstances that hasten or hinder 
them on their sacred pilgrimage 
lends unending fascination to 
their stories. But however di- 
verse in other respects, there is 
always one constant, indispen- 
sable factor, “God’s grace.” 

Since grace is bestowed in an- 
swer to prayer, those who are 
sincerely interested in conver- 
sions must pray, whatever else 
they do.

Faulhaber, Archbishop of Munich 
and Freising, as Cardinal Frings 
intoned the “Veni, Sancte Spiri- 
tus.” 

Bishop Muench addressed the 
Bishops at their first session an 
conveyed the greetings of the Am- 
erican Hierarchy. He thanked 
them for all they had done toward 
the solution of the many problems 
arising from the collapse of a 
German government that was the 
most hostile one to the Church in 
the country’s history. In response, 
Cardinal Frings expressed the deep 
gratitude of the German Hierarchy 
for the tireless efforts of Ameri- 
ean Catholics and their leaders in 
giving aid to their German breth- 
ren. 

In his sermon at the concluding 
ceremony, Bishop Berning an- 
nounced that the German Episco- 
pate had sent a message to the 
Holy Father pledging him un- 
swerving loyalty. After the Te 
Deum, Cardinal Frings- imparted 
the blessing with the relics of St. 
Boniface to the Bishops and Pre- 
lates assembled for the confer- 
ence.

German Paper Lauds 
Practical Faith Of 
American Catholics 


Munich, Aug. 25—(NC)—Praise 
for the practical faith of American 
Catholics is contained in the Pas- 
sauer Bistumsblatt, official organ 
of the diocese of Passau, Bavaria. 
Comments on the statement made 
in Paris by the Rev. John LaFarge, 
S. J., editor of America, that 
nearly all of the 26 million Catho- 
lics in the United States are “prac- 
tical Catholics,” many of whom 
receive Holy Communion each 
Sunday, the paper states: 

“Thts praise is confirmed by our 
observations among the Catholic 
soldiers of the American army of 
occupation everywhere. They, too, 
were practical Catholics and it was 
edifying to notice their reverence 
during Holy Mass and in receiv- 
ing Holy Communion.”

Manion, Dean-of the College of 
Law at Notre Dame, and Judge 
Kiley began to meet regularly to 
read and discuss great books of 
Aristotle, St. Thomas 


on four basic concepts: (1) the end 
of man; (2) the nature of the com- 
munity; (3) what can regulate 
people in a community; (4) rela- 
tionship of law to the virtue of 
justice. 

Out of this original discussion 
group grew a similar group in the 
College of Law at Notre Dame, 
which included in addition to the 
instigators of the movement at 
Notre Dame, Rev. Thomas Joseph 
Brennan, C. S. C., Professor of 
Philosophy at Notre Dame, and 
several members of the faculty in 


the College of Law. Ultimately, 
in 1946, numerous citizens of 
South Bend became interested in 


the movement and began the dis- 
cussion groups which will be con- 
tinued this fall. 

Even as he saw the original 
group grow into definitely defined 
community program, Judge Kiley 
continued to visit the Notre Dame 
campus one day each month to

profits of industry than the cur- 
rent one can and should be devised. 
Capital and labor are presumed to 
be partners in the system, but the 
system needs to be modified so that 
the declared partnership can be 
fully realized in terms of greater 
mutual benefit. The vicious circle 
of increased wages, followed by in- 
creased costs and subsequently in- 
creased prices leads merely to in- 
stability of our economy and hence 
benefits no one. Only when the pro- 
duction of goods increases or at 
least is steadily maintained can 
both the owners and the workers 
as well as the public secure genuine 
benefits. We recognize that both in 
the ranks of owners.as well as in 
the ranks of labor certain existing 
inequities in rate ef income may 
be in need of adjustment, but when 
once the adjustment is made the 
only sure way to improve the stan- 
dard of living for all is to increase 
the productivity per man-hour of 
work. We congratulate the leaders 
of labor therefore on their recent 
a, emphasizing this 
act. 


It would be not only more con- 
sistent with social justice, but also 
economically wiser in the long run 
to reduce extravagant profits by a 
decrease in prices. The present 
shortage of goods and demands for 
labor may be exploited contrary to 
the interests of the public, but it 
is the part of wisdom not to curtail 
the market or the effective demand 
for goods and thus run the risk of 
precipitating unemployment and a 
depression. 


To achieve a: higher standard of 
living for all requires efficiency and 
steady employment on the part of 
workers, increased capital through 
savings and reinvestment on the 
part of owners, and improved tech- 
nology through research on the part 
of management. It is important 
however to remember that no one 
class can improve its economic sta- 
tus in the long run at the ultimate 
expense of another class. What is 
needed therefore is a socially just 
and reasonably automatic system to 
distribute the increased productiv- 
ity of industry as it develops. It 
should take place neither before 
nor after the increased production 
but concurrently. To develop such 
a formula should not be too diffi- 
cult. In fact such automatic and 
concurrent distribution of benefits 
is already in existence in a few 
industries. 


Now such a modified wage sys- 
tem on a nation-wide scale presup- 
poses the existence of an organized 
council of industry, business and 
agriculture. Each should function 
within its own sphere, but aill 
should cooperate with one another 
on the local, regional and national 
levels with governmental supervi- 
sion to insure equity for all. The 
President of the United States, fol- 
lowing the suggestions of the Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisors, has at- 
tempted to arouse us from our 
lethargy and has reminded us 
pointedly of our common responsi- 
bilities for the general economic 
welfare. “The unprecedented pros- 
perity of our nation,” he warns us, 
“must not be a cause of idle self- 
congratulation. We must remember 
that full employment at a high 
price level is being sustained at 
present by the reconversion de- 
mands of business and :the backlog 
demands of consumers, by exten- 
Sive use of savings and credit, and 
by an extraordinary excess of ex- 
ports over imports. These are tem- 
porary props to our economic sys- 
tem. As they weaken, we shall need 
to make many basic readjustments 
to complete the transition to a per- 
manently stable and maximum-lev- 
el peacetime economy.” “No indi- 
vidual,” he continues, “no organiza- 
tion, and no branch of government 
can be absolved of responsibility 
for its part in this process. Each 
of these prices, wage or other in- 
come adjustments helps to deter- 
mine the general levels of produc- 
tion and employment in the period 
just ahead. And since it takes time 
for the results of these decisions 
to become apparent, we must be 
farsighted as well as broad-vision- 
ed in the decisions we make.” 


The President’s warning is wise 
and timely. We hope the President 
will take the next logical step by 
proposing a practical program by 
which we may carry out jointly the 
heavy responsibilities to which he 
refers, responsibilities which we 
cannot carry out effectively as in- 
dividuals or as individual groups

acting alone. In this connection, 
then, we adopt as our own the sug- 
gestion which was offered in the 
séparate Catholic introduction to 
the inter-faith economic statement 
of 1946, PATTERN FOR ECON- 
OMIC JUSTICE—“The government 
can make its greatest contribution 
to the general welfare by actively 
encouraging the bona fide organiz- 
ations of labor, business, agricul- 
ture and the professions to set up 
a system of economic councils for 
industry-wide and national econ- 
omic planning. We urge the gov- 
ernment to call the leaders of these 
organizations together immediately 
and to assist them in establishing 
a workable system of industry 
councils.” 


It is to be hoped that the entire 
labor movement will dedicate itself 
today to a concerted effort to popu- 
larize the industry council program 
and to convince American manage- 
ment of its advantages. The price 
of our continued failure to estab- 
lish such a system of economic de- 
mocracy in the United States is 


likely to be another serious depres- 


sion to be followed almost inevit- 
ably by a type and by a degree of 
government intervention which will 
be equally distasteful to labor and 
management alike. Meanwhile or- 
ganized labor and organized man- 
agement, in the absence of an in- 
dustry council system, will continue 
to confront one another in the are- 
ng of the market as belligerent con- 
testants in a disastrous struggle 
for economic power and for group 
advantage instead of cooperation 
in mutual harmony for the common 
good. This will not promote “free 
enterprise” as we understand it but 
will open the road to compulsory 
arbitration and to other more re- 
strictive encroachments of the gov- 
ernment in the field of economies. 


Thus far the emphasis in this 
Labor Day statement has been 
placed on voluntary action by in- 
dividuals and free associations of 
workers and employers. Therein 
lies the hope and strength of de- 
mocracy. Nevertheless, to the ex- 
tent that organized labor and or- 
ganized management are presently 
unable or unwilling to assume 
their joint vecnenalatitisa. govern- 
ment is obliged to take whatever 
steps are necessary to advance the 
common good. There are some 
needs so urgent that in the interest 
of the moral and economic welfare 
of all the people, Congress should 
assume responsibility for them and 
act without unnecessary delay: 

1) A Housing Bill should be en- 
acted, which while respecting the 
rights of private enterprise, will 


provide decent accommodations for 
low-income families. 

2) Social security should be ex- 
tended by legislation so as to pro- 
vide wider coverage and greater 
benefits both as a stimulus to full 
production and employment and in 
fairness to the beneficiaries. 

8) The Fair Labor Standards Act 
should be amended to provide 
greater coverage and to increase 
the statutory minimum wage from 
40c to at least 65c per hour. 

4) Tax legislation should be 
made less complicated and while 
providing fair incentives to busi- 
ness initiative and _ enterprise 
should give more equitable treat- 
ment to low-income families with 
dependent children. 

In conclusion, as we again con- 
gratulate the American labor 
movement on the occasion of its 
national holiday and as we encour- 
age it to organize as rapidly as 
possible the great number of Amer- 
ican workers who are still with- 
out status or representation in 
the supreme importance of the 
high moral and spiritual ideals 
which must actuate the movement 
if it is to promote tthe common 
good. We join wholeheartedly with 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII in ex- 
tending to the working people of 
the United States and to the work- 
ing people of the world the fol- 
lowing message: 

“In your workshops and fac- 
tories, under the sun in the field, 
in the darkness of the mines, amid 
the heat of the furnace, wherever 
the word of Him Who commands 
may call, may there descend upon 
you the abundance of His favors 
which may afford you help, safety 
and solace and make meritorious of 
eternal happiness all the hard work 
in which here below you spend and 
sacrifice your life.”

It is because he was 
ever acting with grace that he 
could say “for me to live is 
Christ”; “I live, not now I, but 
Christ lives in me”; “Nothing 
shall separate me from the love 
of God which is in Christ Jesus, 
our Lord.” It is because He fol- 
lowed grace so faithfully that 
he became the most zealous and 
successful of all the Apostles. 


A Paulist Father, whose Com- 
munity was found chiefly to 
promote conversions, speaking of 
converts recently, observed: 


Jane Howes, in the very latest 
convert chronicle, Slow Dawn- 
ing, remarks: “In the — last 
analysis, there is no explaining 
how a conversion is accomplish- 
ed. The priest and the prospect 
do all they can, and bystanders 
contribute; but when instruction 
and example and reason and 
emotion have all done their part, 
there may still be one thing lack- 
ing, and that is grace—without 
it conversion is not conversion.”

Faulhaber, Archbishop of Munich 
and Freising, as Cardinal Frings 
intoned the “Veni, Sancte Spiri- 
tus.” 

Bishop Muench addressed the 
Bishops at their first session an 
conveyed the greetings of the Am- 
erican Hierarchy. He thanked 
them for all they had done toward 
the solution of the many problems 
arising from the collapse of a 
German government that was the 
most hostile one to the Church in 
the country’s history. In response, 
Cardinal Frings expressed the deep 
gratitude of the German Hierarchy 
for the tireless efforts of Ameri- 
can Catholics and their leaders in 
giving aid to their German breth- 
ren. 

In his sermon at the concluding 
ceremony, Bishop Berning an- 
nounced that the German Episco- 
pate had sent a message to the 
Holy Father pledging him un- 
swerving loyalty.

Several years ago Judge Kiley, 
who is one of the most respected 
legal authorities in the nation, 
became acquainted with the pro- 
gram through Dr. Robert Hutchins 
and Dr. Mortimer Adler at the 
University of Chicago, where the 
Great Books Foundation was in- 
augurated. 

Judge Kiley believed that the 
program should be started at

tionship of law to the virtue of 
justice. 

Out of this original discussion 
group grew a similar group in the 
College of Law at Notre Dame, 
which included in addition to the 
instigators of the movement at 
Notre Dame, Rev. Thomas Joseph 
Brennan, C. S. C., Professor of 
Philosophy at Notre Dame, and 
several members of the faculty in 
the College of Law.
